The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 6, 12, 17, 23, 29 and 34 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The non-described subject matter is 
the entire claim language of each claim. 

Applicant's amendment and remarks filed 6-11-01 have been 
fully considered, and are addressed in the rejection supra and 
are further addressed infra. 

Applicant traverses the 35 USC 112 first paragraph 
rejection of claims 6, 12 and 17, and cites particular portions 
of the disclosure to support the traversal as well as to support 
claims 23, 29 and 34. However, applicant's traversal is 
respectfully deemed to be unpersuasive because the citations do 
not support the traversal, nor do they support claims 23, 29 and 
34. 
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To further clarify, the cited written disclosure does not 
support the claim language literally, nor otherwise. In 
addition, the cited drawings do not support the claim language 
because the scope of the disclosure of the cited drawings is not 
commensurate with the scope of claims 6, 12, 17, 23, 29 and 34. 
Specifically, the drawings depict wires oriented at particular 
angles to sides and edges of a section of an interposer, but the 
drawings do not disclose the magnitudes of the particular 
angles. To this end, it is noted that, *[I]t is well 
established that patent drawings do not define the precise 
proportions of the elements and may not be relied on to show 
particular sizes if the specification is completely silent on 
the issue/' See MPEP 2125, and Hockerson-Halberstadt , Inc. v. 
Avia Group Int'l, 222 F.3d 951, 956, 55USPQ2d 1487, 1491 (Fed. 
Cir. 2000) . Moreover, the scope of the claims is broader than 
the scope of the drawings because the scope of the claims 
encompasses a range of angles for each wire, whereas the 
drawings depict only one angle for each wire. Furthermore, the 
claimed angle ranges constitute negative limitations because the 
ranges exclude particular angles, and the cited disclosure does 
not provide support for the negative limitations. To this end, 
it is noted that any negative limitation or exclusionary proviso 
must have basis in the original disclosure. See Ex parte 
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Grasselli, 231 USPQ 393 (Bd. App. 1983) aff f d mem., 738 F.2d 453 
(Fed. Cir. 1984) . The mere absence of a positive recitation is 
not basis for an exclusion. 

Claims 1-5, 7-11, 13-16, 18-22, 24-28 and 30-33 are 
allowed.
